In ad- 
dition th> commissigner has authoriz- 
ed the unmediate completion of the ne- 
cessary surveys to Jocate other ditch 
systems to drain districts of the coun- 
try now badly flooded.so that the ques- 
tion of constructing these ditches may 
be considered after proper plans and 
estimates of cost are prepared. i 

In our last issue we also referred to 
further expenditures arranged during 
the comussioner’s visit which will be 
of material advantage to Edmonton. 
We refer to the expend’ture of $5,000 
in improving the roid from Edmonton 
to Athabasca Landing and from Les- 
ser Slave lake to Peace River Landing, 

During the last session of parlia- 
ment Mr. Oliver bcought tha neces- 
sity of improving these roads to the 
attention of the government and suc- 
ceeded in getting an appropriation of 
$5,000 for the work. This sumj is be- 
ing expended through the Territorial 
department of pub'ic works and par- 
ties have already left topush the work 
through and make the best; possible 
use of the amount mentigned in im- 
Proving the roads referred to.

ORIENTAL STATISTICS. 

While the Chinese, population in the 
United States showed a noteworthy de- 
crease un the decade between 1890 jand 
1900, the Japanese element exhibited 
a stil more notable increase. These 
facts are dischosed, by the figures of the 
last census, a, preliminary statement 
of which bas just been issued. It ap- 
pears that there were, approximatety, 
89,800 Chinese in the United Sjtates 
proper last year, as compared with 
107,475 1m 1890. About 75 per ceal, of 
the Chinamen were located, in the 
western states and territories, as 
compared with 90 per cent,in 1890. The 
greatest decrease among them was ln 
the state of Calsfornia, where there 
were over 26,700 fewer last year than 
there were ten years ago. In the west- 
ern states and, territories, taken to- 
ecther, there way a decrease of 29,- 
100, whijs for the states outside of 
those there was a gain of about; 11,- 
500. For the country asa whole there 
was a net loss of over. 17,600. The 
Chinese have, bowever grown “moire 
numerous in Alaska and Hawaii. The 
Japanese, on the other hand were more 
than eleven timesr aS numerous last 
year as they were in 1890, numbering 
about 24,300 in 1900, ,as compared jwith 
2,039 ten years before. Like the Chin- 
ese, though even to a more pronounced 
degree, the Japanese tend to concen- 
trate in thd western states, and 
territories, where there were 23,360 of 
them last year, less than a thousand 
of them being credited to other local- 
ities. The growth ot the Japanese ele- 
ment tn Hawaii was far greater than 
that of thd Chinese.—Bradstreets, 

A remarkable record, has recently 
been brought to lighit concerning ‘he 
distances at which the firing of heavy 
guns can be heard. These discoveries 
have an umportant bearing upon rain- 
making exveriments, and throw side 
lights upon the Sampson-Schley contro- 
versy. An expert named C. Davison 
made elaborate preparations to take 
wbservations of fiect firing when ihe 
late Queen Victoria’s body was taken 
from Cowes to Portsmouth. The re-~ 
port of these observations established 
the fact that the reports of heavy guns 
were clearly audible at the extraor- 
inary distance off 140 mies in land, 
while at a distancd of 24 miles the 
reports were so loud that laborers in 
the fields put down their spades to 
isten, and at 61 miles from the guns 
windows were shaken and other symp- 
toms of concussion were shewn, not 
usually connected withy any, but ad- 
jacent detonations, These state- 
ments bear upon the Sampson-Schiiey 
controversy, In us much as Admiral 
Schkey’s statements made} May; - 2B, 
1898, concerning the heariag of guns 
forty miles away, which he believed 
was the Spanish fleet was received, by 
many persons with/ considerable  in- 
credulity.

M. Mecleoi, chief engineer of the 
Canadiir Nortbern railway, arrived on 
Friday’s train to inspect the progress 
being made on the railway extension 
from £trathtona te Edmonton, which 
forms a part of the company’s scheme 
of a transcontinertal lipe. Although 
serious and unexpected difficulties 
have been met with owing to the wet 
weather, the work 1s progressing fav- 
orably, and with a continuance of the 
presert spleudid weather will be fin- 
ished in good time. For the present, 
until the line is extended westerly the 
Station will be on the flat between 
ist and 20dj street on the Huclson’s 
Bay property between the foot of the 
hill and the agricultural fair grounds. 
This will give ample room for elevator 
and warehouse facilities generally— 
the great necessity at a grain centre 
such as Edmonton. 

Speaking of the work of the company 
in other parts of their line Mr. Mc- 
Leod said that work had been delay- 
ed on the extension towards Prince 
Albert by very wet weather, but was 
lxing pushed with 711 possible speed. 


The end of the itzve last fall was at 
the crossimz. of Red Deer Riv- 


er, wm “be eastern wooded 
country north of the Paorcu- 
pine Hills The expectation was to 


have at leas+ 60 mies constructed this 
season which would carry the line 
through the woods and to the edge of 
the fertile prairie which includes the 
famous Carrot river valley and ex- 
tends to Prince Albert, and om up the 

Saskatchewan 500 mies ta and be- 
yond Edmonton. id 

In Maritoba the company are ton- 
etructing a section’ of 16 miles ‘be- 
tween Beaver acd Gladstone, / which 
will give them through connection 
over their own lines from east to 
west undependen* of the C. P. R. 
Hitherto the connection between the 
Dauphin section ani the eastern part 
of the Canadian Northern system has 
been made over the Mavitoba North- 
Western ‘ranch of the C. P. R. be- 
tween Portage la Prairie and Glad- 
stone, 

The great work of the company. for 
this seavon, »owever, is the complet- 
ion of the? connectivoad between their 
system of railways in Manitoba and 
Lake Supcrior. One hundred and fifty 
miles of constructiom was necessary 
last spring to close the gap between 
ihe eastern and western ends of the 
work. As this wasj all through dif- 
ficult country, and included several 
miles of bridging at and in the vicin- 
ity of the crossing of the Rainy river, 
it is po light task, But on its succes- 
ful and early completion depends the 
share which the company is to get! in 
the business of hauling Manitoba’s 
stupendous grain crop. If the road is 
completed in‘time it means large earn- 
ings for the company, and if it is nog 
it means that! they must see their 
rivals take the whole of the business. 
Mr. McLeod has no dcut! that{ the 
road will be completed in good time. 
The Rainy river bridge is making good 
progresecs. and trackiay’og has com- 
menced from both euds of the,150 mile 
gap. The company are not waiting 
for the completion of ibe bridge across 
Rainy river to carry on the work, 
they are ferrying ra‘l< and supplies, 
and pushing right along. 

The intlependent through connection 
of the C. N. R, also requires a ;bridge 
across the Red. river at Win- 
stipes. Ajready ; the }super- 
structure of this bridge is being (put 
in place, although the bridge was 
first spoken of after the Canadian 
Northern deal went through partia- 
ment. , 

In order to accommedate the expect- 
ed grain traffic the company are also 
construciing huge grain elevators at 
Port Arthur which will be completed 
in time.

With the conclusion of the present 
seacon’s work on the Canadian North- 
ern that company will be in effective 
competition with the C. P. R. from 
within 100 miles of Prince Albert to 
Lake Superior.

PROFIT IN HOGS. 

Below we print several extracts 
from an addres as delivered before 
the Kansas State board of agricul- 
ture Sy John Cownte of Des Moines, 
lowa; 

“I have been iu the hog business for 
the average human, ‘ifetime. I went 
into the business to make money, 
and I kave made it, and out of the 
hog. I have siaid in the hog busi- 
ness because there was money in it. 
I started with 2 pair at $1.25 apiece. 
I afterwards sold bogs dressed at 
$1.75 per 100 pounds. But I got 
away from that style of hog. 


Years after thatj -first experience 


had the proud satisfactiom of sell- 
ing four cirloads of hugs of my own 
raising, everyoue ‘of them, and re- 


check was cashed , there wasi not 2 


has not been one om it since. You see, 
I owe to the hog the greater part af 
my worldly possessions. For twenty 
years my anual sales averaged over 
$3,000. When the childrem grew up 
and bad td be sent away to school, 


it does some times with us in Iewa, 
my main reliance to foot the bills 
was the hog, and he never yet fail- 
ed, me. ; é ' : 


I wish to speak to you plainly in 
regard to breeding and feeding hogs 
in the manner that has been most 
profitable to me. What I -say, in 
regard to this animal is not theory, 
but is personal experience at close 
range. ‘ 

The first requirement in the hog iin- 
dustry is aj good hag house. * There 
is too much risk from Joss unless you 
have proper shelter for both brood 
sows and young hogs. 

Another important thing is the 
pasture. hd 

All the leading breeds are good 
enpugh for me. ‘ 

It requires braind to -make “good 
hogs. t ; 

I have my rigs come along in May 
after we ares sure of good weather. 
Then I let them ruv in pasture the 
whole summer; and they grow to be 
long, laak, big boned and, big muscl- 
ed fellows No fat on them yet. The 
following Sertember we commence 
fattening them. In February they 
weighi 400 pounds. 

There 1s nothing that -will fatten 
hogs *“a*ter then ear corn and water. 

With shboats iti is entirely different. 
Oats and shorts make! an ideal feed 
for young shoats. 

The hog is the cleanest domestic 
animal we have, if properly cared, for. 

I never ha? hog cholerapn my farm, 
but they had it all around me of 
late years. : , 

After I have my hogs fattened I 
wou'd not drive them to market, but 
haul them. Then I would have -my 
cars well bedded; ride wi‘h them’ my- 
self; go with’ them to Chicago; stay 
with them in the yards; water, feed 
and stay by them until they cross the 
scales, Stay right with them. | 

There is money in the hog business 
if it is properly conducted. There is 
no reason why science cannot be em- 
ployed im feeding bogs any more than 
in the construction of a railway 
bridge. You have to think. You 
have to experiment. Every man is 
the architect ot his own future. 
let him get up and hustle and do 
some thinking, get action on  him- 
self and luck will follow him, 

I have been successful in swine rais- 
ing. True, too, If have fed cattle 
all my hfe, and raised borses all my 
life, We used to raise a good deal 
of whea-. I lost money taising 
wheat but I never lost money rais- 
ing bogs—vever did. hej hog has 
always been tbe ove I could, fall back 
on, : ‘ fie
